Debate over the future of 31 Barrie 


The Heritage Committee has no 
interest in preserving 31 Barrie St. - 
the former home of the Engineering 
Department, now sitting vacant. 

The Downtown Revitalization 
Committee, warned of a leaky 
roof and the presence of mold, 
recommended demolition of the 
building - and an investigation by 
staff into possible uses of the land, 
for improving sightlines at the 
intersection of John St. E. and Barrie 
St., as a parking lot or parkette, or 
as a site for future commercial or 
residential development. 

But Councillor Ron Simpson 
objected. “There is value in that 
building,” Simpson said, given that 
MPAC has assessed the value at 
between $300,000 and $700,000. And 
while Simpson admitted the MPAC 
evaluation might be high, he urged 
holding off on demolition until staff 




“I’d like to make sure we’re making the right decision - 
another month won’t hurt,” he said. 

Councillor Hordyk agreed, suggesting that the 
Town could sell the building and put the money into 
Downtown revitalization. “DemoUshingthe building and 
making a parking lot won’t do that.” 

But Councillor James Leduc warned of liability 
surrounding the mold issue, and Mayor Doug White

Giving the gift of Life 


Lorraine and Steve Duncan have 
an unusual bond: They both are live 
kidney donors - she to her oldest 
sister Catherine, he to Lorraine’s 
second-oldest sister, Doreen. 

When Lorraine was growing up in 
Sharon, Ontario, the youngest of six 
siblings, she believed that she carried 
the gene for PKD - Polycystic Kidney 
Disease. 

It’s an inherited condition that 
results in the 
development of cysts 
within the kidneys, 
leading to reduced 
kidney function, 
and eventual kidney 
failure. Her dad had 
PKD, and required 
a kidney transplant. 

An older brother 
was on dialysis for 8 
years, before passing 
away. And her oldest

experiencing renal 

Then in 2000, new 
tests provided the 
news: "Out of 6 
siblings, 2 of us didn’t have it." For 
Lorraine, that meant one thing: she 
could donate a kidney to her sister. 

“She needed it,” Lorraine says. “We 
found out we 2 didn’t have (PKD), we 
would never get it, so we were able to 

The process is called "Live Donor 
Kidney Transplant.” Live donation 
is possible because the body has 2 
kidneys, which work at 50% capacity; 
when one is removed, the remaining 
kidney picks up 100% of the function. 

Today, more kidneys are 
transplanted from living donors, 
than from post mortem donation. 

For one thing, it allows more time to 
find a good match, and to plan for 
the surgery. It’s a faster procedure, 
with a shorter wait time. And the 
transplanted kidney tends to be 
healthier, beginning to work faster 
than a kidney from a deceased donor. 

It was also easy, Lorraine says. The 
surgery was carried out at Toronto 
General Hospital, by Dr. Michael 
Robinette. “Physically, you don’t 
even know afterwards.” 

Although Catherine died in 2009 of 
cancer, die kidney transplant “gave 
her a lot of years to enjoy,” Lorraine 


says - years free of dialysis, "because 
dialysis is very restrictive.” 

And the action of his wife inspired 
Steve Duncan to step up when 
Lorraine’s sister Doreen began to 
exhibit symptoms of PKD last year. 

“I grew up in the city - you never 
think of that stuff,” Steve says. "She 
(Lorraine) is the one that got me 
donating." 

At first, though, Steve didn’t think 
he could give a kidney 

- "He thought you had 
to be related,” Lorraine 
says - but a battery of 
tests over a 2 day period 
found that he was 
actually a better match 
than any of Doreen's 
close relatives, and from 
that point on, he says, 
"There was no hesitation 

The operation was 
performed at Toronto 
General, by Dr. Robinette 

- the same doctor who 
performed transplant 
surgery for Lorraine’s 
father and older sister. 

"The people down there are 
amazing,” says Steve. He spent 3 days 
in hospital, and was back to work at 
Walmart in 3 weeks. The company 
was “100%” supportive of his decision 
to donate, letting him ease his way 
back into work, at his own speed. 

And Doreen made a great recovery, 
going from 23 pills a day, to taking 
only 3 to 4 anti-rejection pills. She 
never had to go on dialysis. 

The donation has also created 

special bond between family 


“It’s a nice thing, when you do it,” 
says Lorraine, that has a visible and 
obvious result: Saving a life. 

But sadly, notes Steve, “There’s not 
that many people that do it.” And 
that, says Lorraine, “is a shame.”

Town, formed by amalgamation in 1991 
- but its component parts have a long his¬ 
tory. The Township of West Gwillim¬ 
bury has welcomed settlers since the early 
1800s. And Bradford, first settled circa 1831, 
was incorporated as a village in 1857. 

Bradford was strategicaly located on the 
Old Plank Road, Unking the bustling commu¬ 
nity of Bond Head, with HoUand Landing - the 
capital of Simcoe County. It came to promi¬ 
nence with the arrival of the railway in 1853, 
and even more with the drainage and culti¬ 
vation of the HoUand Marsh in 1925-1930. 

But nothing in its history has been compa¬ 
rable to the growth of the past few years.

where we should invest your hard- 
earned tax dollars.

Exciting things are happening, when it 
comes to recreation. 

Our new Leisure Centre is now open 
for business, and our residents are 
thrilled with the array of amenities - 2 
ice pads, gym, running track, fitness 
centre and meeting rooms. By the end 
of April, the aquatic centre will open, 
providing programming for swimmers 
of all ages. At die time of writing, 
hundreds of residents have purchased 
memberships, and the building is an 
exciting hub of activity, day and night. 

Next door is the Library and Cultural Centre - a multi- 
media and multi-purpose gathering place. It thrilled 
me to see so many students cramming for their high 
school exams earlier in the year. Local art displays, public 
meetings and youth programming are some of the 
regularly scheduled activities. 

Council will continue to expand our trail network, 
eventually linking all comers of town. Whether you walk, 
jog, rollerblade or bike, these trails will allow you to 
exercise safely amidst hectares of green space. 

Last year, we refurbished our tennis courts and will soon 
construct two splash pads. 

It is our goal to have parks that are among the best in 
the province. We continue to add to our inventory every 



year - an inventory that will soon include the Henderson 
property, at the 8th Line and 10 Sideroad. We are 
developing a Master Plan for these 97 acres, to ensure it 
will become a high profile and well-used outdoor activity 

While dozens of new businesses have opened 
along Holland St. West, Council wants to 
ensure the long-term viability of our traditional 
downtown core. Many residents have told us they 
downtown to be vibrant, beautiful and 
[pedestrian friendly. We established a Downtown 
Tevitalization Committee, and they have already 
iffered a series of exciting suggestions. 

In 2013-14, Holland St. will be reconstructed. 
[While this is a significant project, it will ensure 
the downtown core strikes the right balance 
between pedestrian and vehicular traffic. 

There will be considerable public consultation. 
Council recently designated the downtown as 
a Community Improvement Area - which will 
allow us to develop a suite of incentives, to 
encourage redevelopment and investment. 

The Town is taking the lead by investigating the 
possibility of building a new Administration Building 
downtown. Developers have told us quite candidly that 
they are more likely to invest and make improvements 
if the Town itself makes a significant commitment. Hus 
will help achieve our main vision for the downtown: 

More people living and working there, with these folks 
becoming a built-in market for new and existing shops. 

We are on track to have public transit by Fall. Working 
with an expert in the field, we have developed a strategy 
to transport people along Holland St., get them to and 
from the GO Train station, and provide occasional service

MAYOR, from Page 16 
to Bond Head. 

Hie Holland Marsh Drainage System Improvement 
Project continues to proceed ahead of schedule. This 
will protect the most valuable farmland in the country 
from flooding. Part of the canal system is being relocated, 
while other sections are being dredged. The road will be 
moved away from the canal, enhancing safety. 

During the rest of this term, there will be considerable 
investment in infrastructure. We will continue to improve 
and expand our road network, and our water and 
wastewater systems. The southeast arterial road will link 
Dissette St./Holland St. East to Simcoe Rd. The southwest 
arterial will link 5 Sideroad to a new interchange at Hwy. 
400 and the 5th Line. These projects will ensure traffic 
moves smoothly through town. 

Finally, Council will continue to focus attention on our 
top priority: Economic Development. Nothing is more 
impactful to Bradford West Gwillimbury’s future than 
expanding our non-residendal tax base, allowing the 
Town to provide new and better services to families while 
keeping property taxes reasonable.

In accordance with various Provincial, County and Municipal planning 
documents the Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury will grow to become a 
community of50,000 people and 18,000 jobs by the year 2031. Growth, over 
this 20 year timeframe, represents a near doubling of the Town’s current 
population/employment. 

After extensive public consultation in the late 1990s, Town Council adopted 
its Official Plan in 2000, setting out the policies that will guide growth within 
the municipality, while preserving agricultural lands and environmentally 
sensitive areas. 

Much of the planned residential growth will occur in five new 
neighbourhoods, known as Community Plan Areas. 

• Community Plan Area 1 - south of the 6th Line, and north of Canal 
Rd., on either side of Simcoe Rd. The current population is 500; in future, the 
population will reach 3,000. Developers Bradford Capital Corp. and Bradford 
East Developments have submitted Subdivision applications now under 
review. Construction may commence in 2 to 3 years. 

• Community Plan Area 2 - west of Melbourne Drive, east of 10 
SR between Holland St. West and the 6th Line. Current population in this 
new area is about 3,600, but will grow to 8,000. The majority of residential 
lands are approved and under development by Mod-Aire Homes, Tiberian 
and Brookfield Homes. Activity will be focused at the west end of the 
neighbourhood for the next several years. 

• Community Plan Area 3 - west of Professor Day Dr., east of 
Langford Blvd., between Holland St. West and the 8th Line. The population 
is now 1,500, but will reach 4,900. Most of the residential lands are approved 
and being developed by Great Gulf and National Homes. 

• Community Plan Area 4 - between the 8th Line and the Hwy. 
400-404 Link corridor, west of Barrie St. Current population is 1,500; future 
population is 5,000. Most of the residential lands are approved and currently 
under development by Metrus and Lormel Homes. 

• Community Plan Area 5 - this is an area south of Line 9 but north 
of the Hwy. 400-404 Link corridor, east of Barrie St. Although the future 
population is listed at 1,100, the area currendy houses fewer than 100 people, 
and development is inactive at this time. 

A considerable amount of residential growth is also expected to occur 
through infill and redevelopment opportunities within the established areas 
of Bradford, especially east of Melbourne/Professor Day, and south of the 
8th Line. Approximately 2,000 additional people are expected over the next 
20 years, through intensification of the downtown core, along Holland and 
Bridge streets. 

The only area outside of the Bradford urban area expected to experience 
significant population growth is the hamlet of Bond Head. The community 
is currently home to approximately 600 people, and will grow to 4,500 by 
2031. Subdivision applications are currendy under review, and housing 
construction is expected to begin no sooner than 2 to 3 years down the road. 

A significant amount of employment growth is also expected over the next 
20 years. Much of that growth will occur in the Highway 400 employment 
corridor - from the 8th Line south to the 5th Line, and from Sideroad 5 to 
one lot east of Hwy. 400. A new interchange will be constructed at Line 5

improvement projects. The widening of Dissette St. and the 8th Line diverts 
truck traffic away from Holland St. and improves traffic movement through 
the town. The reconstruction of streets like Colbome and installation of new 
watermains are already a benefit to local neighbourhoods. 

As Bradford continues to grow, the future of development looks very 
bright. While temporary stimulus funding is coming to an end, we have 
also guaranteed municipalities like Bradford West Gwillimbury a portion 
of the Federal Gas Tax, to assist in funding future infrastructure projects. 

This amount has recently doubled, and been made permanent. Projects are 
chosen locally, and prioritized according to the infrastructure needs of each 
community. 

As Bradford grows and prospers, our Government will continue to deliver 
results for local residents - focused on jobs, economic growth, keeping taxes 
down, and improving the quality of life in our community. We will continue 
to deliver change for the better.

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Waiting for Spring to come... Being a teen in the ‘50s 


train. The ground would start to vibrate, and off in the

It was a different era, back in the 1950s - especially for 
teenagers. The beginning of spring marked die end of 
another winter of outdoor hockey and skating. 

We had 3 good areas for making a rink. One was the 
canal near the present site of the Bradford Legion, on 
Back St. This spot offered a good long surface for hockey. 
We would make holes in the ice, and "flood” it with pails 
of water - but if we took out too much water at one time, 
the ice could collapse! Another good spot was the comer 
of Bridge St., and die Bradford Co-op. Many hours of 
great hockey took place after school and on weekends, 
skadng among the trees in Saxon’s Swamp. 

But Spring offered a different range of activities. Spring 
was the start of the trapping season. I would go with Bill 


Watson to check his traps, travelling down the Holland 
River by canoe, into the Holland Marsh. Muskrats were 
plentiful, and we always had a big count. Bill also trapped 
in Saxon’s Swamp, as it offered its fair share of mink. 

Spring was bicycle time. We would clean and oil our 
bikes, because this was all we had for transportation. 
Many weekdays after school were spent down at the 
railway station. Hiis was a busy spot. Trains stopped for 
water or moved cars around the yard, offering us the 
chance to talk to the Engineers and firemen. 

We rode our bikes up and down a big wooden ramp on 
the north side of the station. Inside, we could listen to the 
station agent sending messages on the telegraph. Trains 
always seemed to be late. We would sit and wait. Off in 


distance we would see the smoke. It was truly a great 
thrill to sit on the dock or stand out in front of the station 
when a freight train would roar by, non-stop: the noise 
building, the ground shaking, steam flowing, the wind in 
your face as it roars past is something you never forget. 

Often we would count the number of cars the train 
pulled - but we also liked to see how many hobos were on 
each train. Some were easy to spot, but others hid in cars 
or between cars. 

Non-stop trains left bags on a hook as they passed. Mail 
was off-loaded daily for the Bradford Post Office, sorted 
on the train by Post office staff; it was often late. 

My first trip on a train was with my friend Jamie Webb. 
Our neighbour Walter Coombs worked in Toronto, so he 
took us to see the Toronto Maple Leafs play hockey. The 
company he worked for had red seats at centre ice. We 
stayed overnight at The Royal York, and returned by train 
the next day - a great experience for 2 young boys from 
Bradford. 

Spring was also the time of year our guns came out. 
Spring Weekends signalled the time to head for Scanlon 
Creek, and toward the Town Dump which was located 
at the end of Concession 8, next to the railway line. The 
dump offered us a chance to try out our guns: it was full 
of rats. We would stand at the bottom of the dump, and 
listen for the sound of rats displacing the tin cans. George 
Hunt, Art Hunt, Ray Davey, Jamie Webb and I were 
regular shooters. 

Leaving the dump, we would get on the railway tracks 
and head north. A short distance away was a small 
open flat area, where many small depressions held 
much excitement: on warm sunny days, these pits held 
hundreds of snakes! I never saw so many snakes in one 
spot. But our main reason for stopping at this location 
was to see if anyone was staying in the hobo camp. On 
the edge of the clearing and into the bush, a campsite was 
set up, with cooking and sleeping areas, clothes stored 
in metal drums, littered with empty food cans, pots, 
pans, and wood for burning. Only 500’ from the tracks, it 
offered a home to those in need. 

We would walk north on the tracks to the bridge at 
Scanlon Creek. This time of year was pike and sucker 
season - with pike found mainly east of the tracks, and 
suckers upstream, to Highway 11. Today, pike still spawn 
east of the tracks. 

Scanlon Creek was a large, little-used jewel of a 
playground. Hours were spent fishing for suckers - by 

hand! We would wade into the water, reach into holes 
under the bank, grab the fish, and throw them onto the 
land. A small pond near the Railway Bridge provided a 
spot for swimming. It was also a haven for wildlife - deer, 
rabbits and geese, in large numbers. Scanlon Creek 
offered many hours of fun and games, and snow could 
often be found in many areas right up until spring break 

- offering the opportunity for an end-of-the-season 
snowball fight Sometimes overnight stays provided a 
scary story, to be shared on the journey back to town. 

Weekdays were great for fishing in the Holland River. 

It was easy to catch 75 to 100 catfish each day. The best 
spots were near the old pump outlets, and next to the 
old wooden bridge north of t he pumphouse. The narrow 
wooden bridge was a jumping spot for swimming; the 
only other spot was the tank at Thornton’s Mill on Back 
St., used for washing logs - but also a place to cool off late 
at night and on weekends, as long as we weren't caught. 

As the spring progressed our thoughts turned to 
summer sports, and Scanlon Creek was forgotten - until 
the next spring. 

Today’s youth should have just one 1950s springtime 
experience, and they would see what a great time in life 
they’ve missed. Little did we realize that Scanlon Creek 
would turn into the great park it has become today. I still 
visit and walk the trails, reliving those teenage memories 

- and hope that the Youth of today treat it with respect, so 
their children can enjoy it too.

Recreation comes of age

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Improving the Scheme

The Holland Marsh wasn’t named 
for the many Dutch families who 
setded in the area, but for Samuel 
Johannes Holland, Surveyor- 
General, who first surveyed the area 
in in 1791. 

In the early 1800s, John Galt 
described the marsh as "a mere 
ditch, swarming with bullfrogs and 
watersnakes” - and that remained 
the view for nearly a century. It was 
a barrier to transportation, used 
primarily by trappers and hunters, 
and for die harvest of “marsh hay"; 
used to stuff mattresses. 

But in the early 1900s, Bradford 
grocer Dave Watson contacted 
William Henry Day, a professor 
at the Agricultural College in 
Guelph. Watson was convinced that 
marshland could be drained and 
used for agriculture - a view that Day 
came to share. 

Day initially cleared a small area of 
the Bradford Marsh, near Bridge St, 
where he successfully grew celery, 
beans, potatoes and other crops, 
and enthusiastically contacted the 
local municipalities regarding the 
reclamation. 

But there was little progress until 
1923, when Professor Day quit the 
College, and moved to Bradford. 

He devoted his time to the Marsh 
Drainage Scheme - and successfully 
petitioned landowners to sign up for 
a project that could see the value of 
their holdings increase 50-fold. 

In 1925, construction of the canals 
and dykes needed to reclaim 7,265 
acres of marshland began, a joint 
project of the Townships of King and 
West Gwillimbury, and the Town of 
Bradford. It wasn't until 1930 that the 
work was completed, and settlement 
of the Marsh began. 

The original canals served the area 
until 1954, with regular dredging and 
repairs to the dykes. Then Hurricane 
Hazel hit in October of‘54, 


breaching the dykes as floodwaters 
poured in from the uplands. The 
marsh was flooded 4' to 20’deep. 

In restoring the polder system after 
the hurricane, the profile of the 
canals was changed, and the berms 
that once existed between the dyke/ 
road and the water were eliminated. 
By the 1980s, siltation was a serious 
problem, especially in the South 
Canal. There were concerns that it 
wouldn’t take a Hurricane Hazel to 
cause serious flooding and losses. 

Drainage Superintendent Art 
Janse proposed a Drainage 
Improvement scheme, and tirelessly 
petitioned King Twp and the newly 
amalgamated Town of Bradford 
West Gwillimbury for support - 
warning of losses even greater than 
in 1954 should the dykes fail, and of 
dangerous road conditions that had 
claimed lives. 

Then, in February 2006, a young 
mother and her four year old son 
drowned in the north canal when 
their car skidded on an ice-covered 
Canal Road, and slid into the water. 

In 2007, a new Holland Marsh 
Drainage System Joint Municipal 
Services Board was established, 
and a proposal brought forward to 
reconstruct or deepen nearly 28 
km of canals, rebuilding berms and 
creating barriers between the water 
and road - for better drainage, flood 
control, environmental restoration, 
and life safety. 

The $26.4 million project got 
underway June 9,2010, thanks 
in large part to a $10.2 million 
provincial Municipal Infrastructure 
Investment Initiative grant. Expected 
to take 7 years to complete, under 
the supervision of new Drainage 
Superintendent Frank Jonkman Jr. 
the project is well ahead of schedule. 

Just a note: The original drainage 
scheme cost $137,000.

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Progress at the Library: becoming the hub of BWG

Sunlight glances off the huge windows 
of the new Bradford West Gwillimbury 
Public Library & Cultural Centre - quite an 
inspiring sight! 

Each time I approach the building, I 
recall the comments of residents who, 
upon learning that I am on the Library 
Board, tell me how proud they are of this 
environmentally-friendly structure standing 
between traditional Bradford, on one side, 
and the blossoming west end on the other. 
The glass, bricks and pillars have created a 
kind of progress that can be measured. 

At the old Library on Holland Court, our 
staff issued a few hundred new library cards 
annually. The new building's high-profile 
location has more people than ever walking 
through the doors. In 2011, the number 
of active members jumped by more than 
3,300 people - and during the same year, the 
circulation of books and materials increased 
by more than 25,000. We are now lending 
a record number of items to some 16,700 
residents. 

Hiis year, technology is front and centre 
at the Library. While adding more of the 
traditional programs that focus on literacy, 
we have also improved library software, so 
residents can be really independent and 
reserve a book or use references online. 
Borrowers can use a self-checkout station 
near the front entrance. E-books are more 
popular than ever. The use of wi-fi jumped 
287% in 2011, over the previous year. 
Updated technology in the building has the 


meeting rooms in demand for seminars and 
presentations. 

That's typically how people measure 
progress: countingheads, books, transactions 
and technological advances. Statistics, 
though, tell only part of the story of the 
progress of the Library over the past year. 

The moment I walk inside the new 
building, the big, beautiful space makes me 
stop, to try to take it all in. There is literally 
room for everyone here. Kids with wide eyes 
are listening and learning in the expanded 
children's programs. Teens, gathered in 
study rooms, talk about schoolwork, and 
use die free wi-fi. Adults pick up the latest 
paperbacks and check their email in the 
upstairs computer room, or read quiedy by 
the fireplace. There isn’t another place in 
Town where residents can gather in comfort 
like this - and it’s free! 

There is also the space within the library 
to really connect people - where musicians, 
ardsts, dancers, poets and writers can 
showcase their work. Events like the 
Bradford Arts Guild’s Expressions 2011 
Art show and sale connected residents 
with local talent. The Neil Numminen Trio 
drew a large and enthusiasdc audience, 
as will other musicians who come to play. 
Photographs and paintings hanging on the 
walls encourage thoughtful browsers and art 
appreciation. Author appearances entertain 
and inspire. 

Progress at the BWG Public Library & 
Cultural Centre can certainly be measured - 
but it can't be contained!
